Take Over 
In China 


TIENTSIN, China, Sept. 30.— 
(P)—The U. S. First Marine Divi- 
sion entered Tientsin today to as- 
sume police duties in northern 
China’s. political hotspot, where 
Chinese nationalists and Commu- 
nists are at bayonet points and a 
Japanese army is yet to surrender 
and be disarmed. 


Cheering; flag-waving Chinese 
lined the banks of the Hai river as 
the leatherneck division, which 
had won glory at Guadalcanal, 
Palau and Okinawa, moved 28 
miles upstream from Taku. 


The Marines charged with as- 
sisting Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
shek’s nationalist troops in disarm- 
ing 250,000 Japanese troops in 
north China, were put ashore at 
Taku by Vice Adm. D. E. Barbey’s 
Seventh Amphibious Force. 

Pending the -arrival of national- 
ist forces strong enough to take 
full control of the area, the Ma- 
rines, aside from helping remove 
the stingers from a Nipponese 
army which is arrogantly aware of 
the fact that it has never been de- 
feated in battle, will undertake the 
following chores: 


Liberate and give comfort to 
2,900 Allied prisoners of war and 
civilian internees; keep an eye on 
232,000 Chinese puppet troops be- 
tween the Yangtze river and the 
great wall; arrest war criminals; 
guard and care for 200,000 Japa- 
nese civilians who had moved into 
the area since the Nipponese ag- 
gression of 1937, and protect Unit- 
ed States nationals, property and 
records. 

The end of the war has brought 
little peace or security to north 
China. In the past six weeks there 
have been pitched battles between 
regulars supported by 

ppet troops and well- 
palu” units purporting to 
be soldiers of the Chinese Com- 
munist eighth route army. 

In one clash near the Tientsin 
race course two weeks after hos- 
tilities presumably ceased, Japa- 
nese tanks and artillery fired for 
40 minutes before the palu with- 
drew. ‘ 

Trains have been fired upon 
and derailed and looted. Bridges 
have been blown up and railroad 
tracks dynamited. The main line 
between Tientsin and Shanghai is 
so badly disrupted it has been 
impossible to send some _ 1,500 
civilian internees from the Weih- 
sien camp in Shantung, province 
Te to Shanghai or Tientsin by 
rail. 

About one-third of the Weihsien 
camp. internees, who include Brit- 
ish, Dutch, Italian and Belgian 
nationals and about 200 Amer- 
icans, have been moved to Tsing- 
tao, said O. Joerg, Swiss consul 
general and International Red 
Cross representative at Tientsin. A 
few have been flown to Tientsin.

CAIRO, Sept. 30—(NANA)— 
For nearly an hour on the eve- 
ning of Sept. 14, I talked with 
Generalissimo Josef Stalin in the 
Kremlin. That is a great experi- 
ence, for, as you sit across the 
table from him you know you are 
privileged to talk with the single, 
most-powerful man in the world— 
the man who is going to determine 
in a large way what kind of world 
ours is to be. 

Stalin recently was made gen- 
eralissimo so he is now addressed 
by that rank, and not as mar- 
shal. With the generalissimo were 
Assistant Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs H. A. Y. Vyshinsky, and 
a young interpreter whom I had 
known when he had been assigned 
to the Soviet embassy in Wash- 
ington. I was accompanied by | 
George F. Kennan, American! 
charge d'affaires here, who in-| 
terpreted for me. 

The generalissimo wore his Red 
Army uniform with a single dec- 
oration just over his heart. His 
manner is modest and without af-|

His wife, Sophie, is ill 
at home and their adopted son, 
Curtis, 31 months old, is stricken 
with whooping cough. In addi- 
tion, Lane faces another opera- 
tion in a few days. 

But the 24-year-old soldier, who 
was close to death after his truck 
struck a land mine, took all his 
troubles philosophically. 

“I’m still alive and have a good 
life ahead of me,” he said cheer- 
fully. “After all the wonderful 
letters I have received from well- 
wishers all over the country, I

No check was made in Atlanta, 
but in Macon,' Ga., out of 487 
items checked, there were 6.36 
per cent violations, and in Bruns- 
wick, 2.68 per cent @ 149 items 
were priced above the ceiling.

The President 
_ Has High Hopes 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—There are a lot of 

persons who wonder “where labor is going” and 

pay among them are some of the officials of the 
national unions, namely those of CIO. 


Many of these national unions are not in good shape. They de- 
veloped like mushrooms. Their decline has been almost as rapid. 
It is believed the automobile union has lost a half million members 
since V-J Day. A number of locals have been wiped out. Others 
are greatly weakened and will go down the drain. 


National CIO leaders reportedly favor accepting a 10 to 12 per 
cent wage increase. This probably will be President Truman's 
proposal, made some time this week. This would mean also a re- 
vision of OPA’s pricing controls, as any wage increases will be 
followed by price increases. Government officials believe they can 
hold th§s down to a general, over-all two per cent increase. 


This .would be acceptable to the CIO union leaders, but they 
have so little control the local unions are: getting out of hand. So, 
they dare not come out publicly with a retreat from the present 
30 per cent increase demand, | 

It might come about that the rank and filé will refuse to accept 
the national union CIO leadership, particularly in oil and autos. If 
this should happen it would mean, of course, industfy-wide strikes 
with the consequent “law and order” clashes. We are not out of 
the woods by any means. Those who counsel moderation are 
working with all they have. But reaching the rank and file is 
difficult in a time when there are strikes and strike votes and 
whens particularly in autos and lumber there is some management 
which thinks it wiser to sweat.it out now rather than later. 

The President will put all the prestige of his office behind it. 
We may look for more activity this week when the administration 
comes forward with its formula. 

CIO leaders in the unions which mushroomed up are paying the 
price for the speed of growth and the lack of organization dis- 
cipline.

Our industrial capacity has been so greatly increased by the 
war that an output 50 per cent greater than peacetime would be 
pt pe to keep it going. Higher standards of living, which is the 
only formula which would assure consumption of all the goods 
that can. be produced, cannot be had if we have inflation. 

So, no matter how unpopular it may be, some form of OPA will 
be retained. We will have to face that reality. 

Mr. Truman reportedly~has a plan for meeting the present crisis. 
It will include the wage formula, wid@ning unemployment com- 
pensation and a raising of the wage floor from 40 cents to 65 cents 
and hour. What congress will do with that remains in doubt. 

He also will seek desperately to have the November conference 
of leading figures in labor and management work out some method 
of handling labor disputes through conciliation and mediation. 

In other words, he will seek to create, for the first time. some 
sort of labor policy outside of government and some formula for 
settling disputes outside government ... not another NLRB. He 
has high hopes of success. 

Conciliation and mediation, while often slow. is the only ‘Amezi- 
can way, and this the President will urge. It will not be surprising 
if John L. Lewis comes forward with some such plan. 

Despite the clamor and the very real threat of great unrest and 
strike trouble in some of the major industries, there is 4 growing 
realization we can’t go on as a people if we, as a people, are split 
into contending factions which butt heads and refuse to settle their 
problems through the machinery of their own making. 

It is an interesting, but not always comfortable, time to be alive.

Figures Prove Need 
Of U. S. School Aid 


Writing in the Reader’s Digest, October issue, 

Robert Littell terms the low salaries paid teach- 

ers a national disgrace. There can be no dis- 

puting that charge, by’ and large. It is refreshing, however, to 

see admission that it is a “national” disgrace. Too often such 

articles single out a section, the south, or a state, one of the south- 
ern states, and term it a sectional and state disgrace. 


There is one reference to the pay of Georgia teachers in a 
condensation of the article now before me. That states:the mini- 
mum salary for Georgia teachers “works out to $4.25 a week less 
than the compensation to the unemployed.” Could be. correct. 
Especially if the statistician is working out the school term pay 
on a basis of 52 weeks to the year. And Georgia doesn’t pay the 
presidentially approved $25 a week to unemployed, either. 


However, in working out that figure, Mr. Littell should re- 
member that even President Truman suggests unemployment pay 
for 26 weeks in the year, only. He should work that rate out on 
a 52-week basis, too, if he has done so in regard to teachers’ salaries. 

| : It is not only Georgia, not only the south, 
Not Only Georgia though, which provides the startling com- 


parisons used in the Littell article. 


For instance, Michigan. 
starts its teachers at $400 a year less than it starts its garbage 
collectors. Salt Lake City offers teachers a maximum salary of 
$2,724 yearly after 16 years’ experience, while paying its dog 
catcher $10,000 a year on a contract basis. 

Tuscumbia, Mo., pays the school janitor, with less than an 
eighth-grade education, the same salary it pays a teacher with a 
university degree. 


In South Omaha, says Littell, a $30-a-week school teacher had 
in her class a 15-year-old boy earning $35 weekly for part-time 
work—out of school hours—in a packing plant. In Connecticut 
boys in vocational schools earn more working part time, than the men 
who are teaching them a trade. 


. sear Littell points to New York, California, the 
Vital Omission District of Columbia, Connecticut, Massachu- 
setts and New Jersey as states with comparatively high. averages 
for teacher salaries. In each the average pay is above $2,300. 


There is one very vital omission, so far as I can see, in the 
statistics. That is, there is no mention of the proportion of total 
tax revenue expended by each state on schools, on education. I 
believe he would find that many, if not all, of the southern states 
which pay teachers so little, yet devote a higher percentage of tax 
revenue to this purpose than do the rich states cited above for 
high salaries. : 

There are many states which, even if they halted all other state 
expenditures, if they paid their executives, officials, nothing and 
ceased all road, health, law enforcement and all other activities, 
devoting all their revenue to education, could not provide the same 
number of teachers nor pay them equal salaries with the richer 
states. . ' 

All of which focuses down to an irrefutable argument in favor 
of sufficient federal aid to schools as shall put all states, finan- 
cially at least, on an equal footing. 


It is viciously at variance with the basic prin- 
Undemocratic ciples of this country that a child in one state 
shall not enjoy equal opportunity for education with a child in any 
other state. The whole idea of democracy is founded upon equality 
of opportunity In nothing is this so important as in the educa- 
tional equipment to meet the economic and social problems of life. 


Nor would it be untair if, by means of money channeled through/ 


the federal! treasury, schools, teachers and all else appertaining to 
education would be put on financial equality in all states. For the 
future residence of the children educated anywhere in this country 
is not circeums¢ribed by state lines. The child who goes to school 
in Georgia may move, when adult, to New York or any other state. 
Better education for those of the poorer states would redound to 
the benefit of all. 

It is one of the most important problems of our day, the equal- 
Szing of educational opportunity for all our children, wherever they 
may attend school. 

And never forget that higher pay for teachers. means better 
teachers. 

You can’t expect much pedagogic ability from someone whose 
former occupation was so illy paid he was attracted by the aver- 


age salary paid to a teacher in almost any state, even the richer , 
voice.

Sen. Downey Cites 
Atomic Alternatives 


WASHINGTON.—Sen. Downey, of California, 

in a recent speech in the senate, has adequately 

7 defined the two alternatives that confront us 
with respect to the atomic bomb. 

As he sees it, our problem is this: “Is atomic power to be 
controlled by an international organization as an instrument for 
the guaranty of world peace and plenty, or are the nations to enter 
into a race for the development of ever more horrible pene in 
struments—a race which can end only in the annihilation of ali the 
competitors?” 

These are the alternatives which he says the people of the 
United States and the rest of the world have had before them 
since August, when the first of the atomic missiles was dropped 
on the Japanese city of Hiroshima. | 

If the United States and Britain insist on keeping the secret to 
themselves, then it is logical to suppose that it will be only a mat- 
ter of time before the other nations of the world enter into stren- 
uous competition to duplicate the weapon. 

Self-preservation will tend to make that so. All of the other 
nations of the world will realize that they are helpless to defend 
themselves against us so long as we hold the secret of atomic 
energy and it is denied to them. 

In a way the race that will eventually ensue for the develop- 
ment of new weapons of the kind will be the same as the old com: 
petition between major powers over armaments. 

Instead of competing in the building of battleships and stand- 
ing armies the ground will be shifted to the more expensive op- 
eration of exploiting nature’s natural powers.

. Russia, we are told, is already undertak- 
Russian Interest ing to make vast researches in the field of 
atomic energy. While trusting us and the British at the moment, 
the Russians may rightly feel that this may not always be true. 
They probably feel the necessity for arming themselves with 
weapons of equal destructiveness against the time when they may 
need them .to defend themselves from some future aggressor. 

And so it will be with every other nation, large and small, which 
looks to its own self protection. 

As matters now stand, the United States and Britain could 
probably keep the secret to themselves for an indefinite period. 
Germany alone, it appears, was close to us in the experiments 
they were conducting at the end of the war. They were about 
a year behind us. | | 

Because of the crushing defeat we administered them we prob- 
ably won’t have to worry about the Germans creating atomic 
weapons for some time. We intend to see that they are not allowed 
to develop any of the agencies for war-maning. 

But that will not be true of all the others. Our leading scientists 
have estimated that now that the secret has been practically dem- 
onstrated it will not take the scientists of other nations more than 
five years to duplicate our performance. 

Thus, we can be expected to maintain our present position 
of advantage for a period of not much more than five years. 


Wi Considered in this light, the proposal by Senator 
iser Downey takes on greater importance. Perhaps it would 
be wiser to set up an international organization of the leading na- 
tions of thee world to control the production and use of the atomic 
bomb. In that way it should be possible to eliminate the mad 
scrambie for gaining the secret. 

The senate has just passed a resolution on the subject, spon- 
sored by Senator Vandenberg, of Michigan. It sets up a_ joint 
congressional committee to study the problem and recommend means 
for the control and developmert of atomic energy. 

Perhaps out of this study will come a plan which will be ac- 
ceptable. Certainly, it seems, the dangers of the situation are too 
great to be ignored. 

Steps must be taken to avoid the possibility of some aggressor 
nation of the future striking a sudden blow with atomic bombs. 
The strongest kind of international co-operation may be necessary 
as to control to prevent this.

| NEW YORK — The supreme 
| court recently decided that a la- 
bor union, hitherto empowered to 
act in restraint of interstate com- 
merce, even by resort to false apd 
| defamatory statements against in- 


nocent business (firms, and by 
highway robbery, loses that privi- 


lege when it acts in concert with) 


a non-labor group. 

| Even a corrupt and criminal 
band, disguised as a labor union, 
may prey on the public if it acts 
solely in its own interest. But if 
‘one or more legitimate business 
firms, paying taxes and abiding by 
all laws, should be forced into 
partnership with the union, the re- 
straint of trade then becomes il- 
legal. 


THE CASE was an injunction 
suit by a group of manufacturers 
of switch boards and other elec- 
trical equipment residing outside 
the city of New York. The plain- 
tiffs charged that Local 3 of the 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers, of the A. F. of L., 
had agreed with certain manufac- 
turers and contractors within the 


products {*m New York. 

It was argued that this combi- 
nation was a boycott against many 
large non-resident manufacturers, 


excluding them from the greatest 


single market in the country. Had 
the union imposed this boycott 
by itself, simply by declaring the 
plaintiff manufacturers to be “un- 
fair,” these companies and the 
public would have had no relief. 
In previous cases, the Roosevelt 
court had ruled flatly that a un- 
ion was the sole judge of its own 
interests and of the means that it 
might use to advance those inter- 
ests provided it acted by itself 
or in concert with other unions, 
but not with ‘tax-paying employers 
or other non-labor interests. 


THE PLAINTIFF manufactur- 
ers contend that, in the post-war 
building business in New York, 
where vast numbers of new apart- 
ménts will be needed, the restric- 
tions created by Local 3 would add 
heavily to the cost of construction 
and thus to the rents. 


It is not here represented that 
Local 3 is disreputable or that its 
important offices are occupied by 
criminals, with one exception. The

WILLIAM A. HOGAN, the 
treasurer of loca’ 3 for many 
years, was sentenced to Sing Sing 
on July 17, 1922, for grand lar- 
ceny, first degree, to ‘serve from 
1% to 3 years. In July, 1923, Gov- 
-ernor Al Smith commuted his 
term to the time served. Gover- 
nor Smith said th: commutation 
did not suggest any doubt as to 
Hogan’s guilt. Hogan was releas- 
ed because his family needed his 
support. The people proved that 
he had misappropriated $21,675 
from the rank and file benefit 
| funds. 


After his release he was restor- 
| ed to the position of trust in which 
he had been unfaithful and the 

parent or international brother- 
hood made him international 
_ treasurer. 


The business manager of Local 
3 is Harry Van Arsdale. He has 
been convicted of assault, first 
degree, in a shooting .case, in 
which two men were wounded, 
and of inciting to riot in a strike. 
Both convictions were reversed 
and the indictments were dismiss- 
ed thereafter. In the first case the 
sentence was from 6 to 12 years. 
In the other. the sentence was 
from one to two years. 


LOCAL 3, with 20,000 members, 
is believed to be the largest local 
in the entire American union 
movement. Most of its members, 
however, are in Class B. This 
means that one skilled electrician, 
with a Class A card, has a vote 
equal to that of an entire local 
union of “B” members, who do 
monotonous, unskilled work in 
factories. Moreover, B class un- 
ions, whatever their size, have 
each only one representative at 
the international conventions. A- 
class unions have one delegate for

THE PRODUCTION of coal in 
the great Ruhr basin, which fell 
steadily during the war, declined 
from 11,000,000 tons monthly in 
February, 1943, to a mere 670,000 
tons net in July, 1945—approxi- 
mately 5 per cent of even wartime 
“normal.” 

Such a condition paralyzes not 
only Germany but all Europe. All 
the declarations of statesmen can- 
not change economic facts, The 
main sources of Europe’s coal are 
the Ruhr and Silesja. Silesia, in 
Russian hands, has no coal for 
Europe, and the coal of the Ruhr 
is unmined.

It’s pret- 
ty heavy humor, and it doesn’t 
seem funny at all sometimes when 
you stop and think i. over. 


After my drawings started kick- 
ing around in some papers in the 
States, a lot of dogfaces were very 
surprised, and so was I. If it 
meant that people were interested 
in seeing how the dogfaces look- 
ed at themselves, that’s swell. If 
it meant that people at home were 
beginning to understand these 
strange, mud-caked creatures who 
fought the war, «nd were begin- 
ning to understand their minds 
and their type of humor, that’s 
even more swell, because it rreant 
that the dogfaces were beginning 
to be appreciated a little by their 
countrymen. 

They are very different now 
from what they were when they 
left home. Don’t let anybody tell 
you they aren’t. They need a lot 
of people speaking for them and 
telling about them—not speaking 
for fancy bonuses ani extra privi- 
beges. You can’t pay in money for 
what they have done. They need 
people telling about them so that 
they will be taken back into their 
civilian lives and given a chance 
to be themselves again. 

One of the foremost objections 
to a steady portrayal of the trou- 
bles and lives of combat infantry- 
men and those who work with 
*hem—medical aid men, combat 
engineers, artillery observers, and 
others—has been that these guys 
are going to feel that the nation 
owes them a living, and that they 
will become “social problems.” 
This feeling has been so strong in 
some places that veteran combat 
men are looked at askance by 
worried and peaceable citizens. 
That's a sad thing for a guy who 
Was sent off to war with a blare 
of patriotic music, and it’s really 
not necessary. 

‘There will be a few problems, 
undoubtedly. But the vast ma- 
jority of combat men are going 
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to be no problem at all. They 
are so damned sick and tired of 


stinking war that their only am- 
bition will be to forget it. 


They don’t need pity, because 
you don’t pity brave men—men 
who are brave because they fight 
while they are scared to death. 
They simply need bosses who will 
give them a little time to adjust 
their minds and their hands, and 
women who are faithful to them, 
and friends and families who stay 
by them until they are the same 
guys who left years ago. No set 
of laws or Bill of Rights for re- 
turning veterans can do that job. 
Only their own people can do it. 


CHARACTER OF COMBAT MAN 


‘Many celebrities and _ self-ap- 
pointed authorities returned from 
quick tours of war zones (some 
of them getting within hearing 
distance of the shooting) and put 
out their personal theories to bat- 
teries of photographers and re- 
porters. Some said the American 
soldier was the same clean-cut 
young man who left his home. 


They were wrong. The combat 
man isn’t the same clean-cut lad 
because you don’t fight a kraut 
by Marquis of Queensberry rules. 
You shoot him in the back, you 
blow him apart with mines, you 
kill or maim him the quickest and 
most effective way you can with 
the least danger to yourself. He 
does the same to you. He tricks 
you and cheats you, and if you 
don’t beat him at his own game, 
you don’t live to appreciate your 
own nobleness. Vet Oy 


But you don’t become a killer. 
No normal man who has smelled 
and associated with death ever 
wants to see any more of it. In 
fact, the only men who are even 
going to want to bloody noses in 
a fist fight will be those who want 
pepple to think they were tough 
combat men, when they weren't. 
The surest way to become a paci- 
fist is to join the infantry. 

I didn’t make the infantryman 
look noble, because he couldn’t 
look noble even if he tried. Still 
there is a certain nobility and dig- 
nity in combat soldiers and niedi- 
cal aid men with dirt in their ears. 
They are rough and their language 
gets coarse because they live a life 
stripped of convention and nice- 
ties. Their nobility and dignity 
come from the way they live un- 
selfishly and risk their lives to 
help each other. 

There are gentlemen and boors; 
intelligent ones and stupid ones; 
talented ones and inefficient ones. 
But when they are all together 
and they are fighting, despite their 
griping and goldbricking and mor- 
tal fear, they are facing cold steel 
and screaming lead and hard en- 
emies, and they are advancing and 
beating the hell out of the oppo- 
sition.

WASHINGTON, Sept., 30 — 
(UP)—Gen. Omar N. Bradley to- 
night had his first falling out with 
the American Legion, the nation’s 
most powerful veterans’ group, in- 
dicating that his honeymoon as 
veterans’ administrator may be 
over. 

A Legion spokesman hinted that 
the conflict may grow. He said 
the Legion is displeased with 
Bradley because, after 46 days in 
office, he remains non-commital 
on most specific issues. 

Tonight’s exchange -of words 
was provoked because, the Legion 
said, Bradley did commit himself, 
on what Legion leaders think is 
the wrong side. 

Col. John Thomas Taylor, the 
group’s legislative director, took 
Bradley to task for allegedly pro- 
posing that the Veterans Adminis- 
tration turn over to the Federal 
Housing Agency the home loan 
features of the GI Bill of Rights. 
Taylor said all veterans’ activity 
should be centralized in the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. 

Bradley promptly denied that 
he had made such a proposal. He 
said he had never committed him- 
self, to Taylor or anyone else, 
on the home loan question. 

His reply did not—as Legion 
sources were quick to point out— 
make clear whether he did or 
did not favor such a shift. 

One factor seen as likely to 
widen the rift was Bradley’s as- 
sertion in Boston last week that 
the filing of thousands of unjus- 
tified claims for compensation was 
holding up the processing of legi- 
timate disability papers.

Argentina s 
Broken Vows 
Stir Solons 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—() 
Ambassador Spruille Braden pre- 
pared today to go into the broad 
aspects of the Argentine problem 
as it affects world and hemi- 
spheric security with President 
Truman and top State Department 
officials. 

The U. S. envoy, who arrived 
here Friday from Buenos Aires 
to become an assistant Secretary 
of State, went into immediate con- 
ferences yesterday with Acting 
Secretary of State Acheson and 
his adviers. Further discussions 
were expected during the week. 

Braden’s appointment with the 
President has not yet been sched- 
uled, but State Department offi- 
cials said they thought he would 
go to the White House within the 
next few days. 

Meanwhile, congressional inter- 
est was seen rising over the issue 
caused by the Argentine military 
government’s repeated’ failure to 
live up to its hemispheric pledges. 

Sen. Theodore Francis Green, 
Democrat, Rhode Island, member 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, told a reporter that 
the Argentine government must 
be made to live up to its inter- 
national commitments. But he 
warned against United States’ in- 
tervention in the internal affairs 
of the southern republic. 

Indication that Braden was ap- 
proaching the Argentine problem 
fromi the point of view of inter- 
national security was seen in the 
fact that Dr. Leo Pasvolsky, the 
State Department’s world security 
expert, was included in yester- 
day’s conferences. 

Pasvolsky took an ‘important 
part in shaping the act of Chapul- 


.tepec at the inter-American con- 


ference in Mexico City and the 
world security charter at San 
Francisco. 

Braden, who has_ repeatedly 
charged the Argentine government 
with noncompliance with the 
Mexico City resolutions, has ex- 
pressed the view that unless these 
commitments, especially those re- 
lating to controlling Axis activi- 
ties, are fulfilled, international se- 
curity cannot be completely guar- 
anteed. : 

What steps the U. S. would take 
toward Argentina were  unre- 
vealed as yet. The Washington 
Star in an editorial today sug- 
gested that the “best weapon” is 
the act of Chapultepec, which 
could be made the basis of com- 
mon action by the 21 American 
republics. 

The first step, the newspaper 
declared, could be a general sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations.
